CONSUL MASON’S REPORT. 

Consul Mason, at Marseilles, bas sent to the 
state department a further report,dated Auzust 
27, onthe cholera epidemic. He says: 

Accepting thesce statistics as now published,they 
gre npdoubtedly quite below the truch. The 
ceaths from Asiatic cholera in Marseilles since the 
20th invs‘ant, inclusive, have fumbered by the day 
os follows: 64, 69, 46,45, 45, 39 27. Total deaths 
from a'l causes during the same days, 1/2, 118. 92, 
76, 55, 70,63. This, considering that the normal 
Orath rate Of Marseilles is less than thirty per day, 
is a frightful record,and shows toat typhoid fevers 
sre ravaging this reeking city with a vehemence 
scerce.v less deadly than that of cholera itself, 

Mr. Mason says that the departures from 
ihe city number about two thousand per day, 
Lut there has been no panic like that of i834, 
the jublic mind having been gradually pre- 
pared for the developments which, for a time, 
were suppressed by the city government and 
the press. With the exception of perhaps four 
or five comparatively new and handsome 
streets, the pestilence has this year 
invaced every part of the municipality 
end itssuburbs. The cholera has diminished 
probably in some of the streets and quarters 
where it first appeared a month ago, and this 
with the slowly increasing but still small per- 
centsge of cases that recover are only the 
bresent indications that the pestilence 

2s fpent its most meligrant force. The 
rewest peculiarity of the cholera, both at 
Merreilles and Toulon, Mr. Mason says, is a 
tecdency to a complication at an egrly stage 
wiih typhoid fever, » combination from which 

* few pxtients ars ever rescued.

Chin Chi Yeuna, eecretary of the Chinese

When such report was received, he said, the 
question of bringing the case to 
the attention ot this government 
would be considered. Thus far there 
bad been no correspondence upon the subject 
between the minister and the consul at San 
Francisco. The return of the minister to 
Washington, he added, was not because of this 
trouble, but simply because his vacation was 
atan end.

$1,200,000 had been lost to the people ana 
School fund of Texas by the mismanagement 
of the state-land officers, or something worse 
In the issue of yesterday the News editorially 
says, on the same subject: 

‘To show to what extent the schoo) fun, 
been rc bbed in the last ten years, Soma eftain 
figures are sutimitted. In 1879 the new constitu. 
\ion gave one-half of the public domain to the 
eye échoo)}s, besides alternate sections located 
y virtue of the railway scrip. At that time 
there were already located for the school fand 
11,285,6C0 acres, and there were 67,£80,329 acres of 
vacant uneappropriated public domain, which 
latter bas been exhausted during the past ten 
years. The school fund, under the constitutional 
provision dcnating half the ublic domain to that 
fund, cught to have received 83.70.564 acres, being 
helf the land disposed of in that time, whica 
acded to the acreage owned by the schoo! fund in 
1875, would make a grand totai of 45,175.964 acres 
Of school lands, less 8,037,804 acres that have beea 
seld. Thus the school fund ought now to have 
unsold located Jands amounting to 37,137,860 
acres, but has in fact only 27,670,297 acres,’ 

“This jund,” then says the News, “has 
been defrauded of 12,459,563 acres, worth 

25,000,000. Some time there will be a sure 
enough investigation of the land matter in 
this state. Twelve million acres may ba a 
small matter, but itis worth counting up. It 
is about thirty aeres for ever pupil tn the 
public schoo’s.” How would it do,’ says 
the News, “for the grass oommission to be put 
on the trail of these lost lands?’”’ 


THE ANNUAL PARADG, 


The New York Laborers 
March, 

New York, September 7.—The annual pa- 
rede of the labor organizations of this city and 
vicinity took place today. It was estimated 
that fully 15,000 men were in ranks. Those 
represented every trade that could be named. 
In the ranks were brass bands and a drum 
corps, and men bearing flags, banners and 
transparencies, with mottoes of different 
kinds. There were also wagons, coaches 
and stagrs filled with girls from the silk fac- 
tories. The procession attracted a great deal 
of attention. The best appearing body of 
men werethe bakers, but the typographical 
union turned out the largest number of men. 
The procession marched down Broadway to 
the battery, and was reviewed at Union 
Square by prominent labor reformers. After 
disbanding the paraders went to the park, 
where the rest of the day was spent in games 
and festivities.

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THE PURITAN’S SPEED. 


THE GREAT YACHT RACE OFF 
SANDY HOOK, 


The Puritan ard the Genests Glide Ont Upon the 
Weters-The Myriads of Pleasure Veasels 
in Attendance—U afavorable Surround. 
ings Ccmpel sa Postponement. 


New York, September 7.—Owing to the 
lateness of the start of the initial race between 
the Genesta and the Puritan and to the lack 
of wind afterward, the yachts succeeded today 
in making only half the course, or twenty 
miles. In this twenty miles heat to the wind- 
ward, the Puritan squarely out sailed the Ge- 
nesta oxe mile in ten, and nearly two miles 
in twenty. A haze settled upon the bay all 
the morning, and there was no wind from 
any quarter until near noon. 


A _hundred sail of vachts 
layin the horse shoe at Sandy Hook this 


mcruing,swhen the judges’ boat, Tuckenboch, 
arrived from New York with the judges, 
Messrs. J. F. James, Charles Steffons and 
Philip Schuyler. Also on board were James 
Barvey, A. Carey Smith and Henry Steers. 
At 9:45 o’clock, Jay Gould’s yacht Atalanta 
peseed out by the hooks, followed by Luther 
C. Wood, towing her sloop, the Paritan. 
She was taluted by a gun trom nearly every 
steam yacht in the fleet while on her way to 
Scotland lightship, the starting point. The 
Gencsta remained in the horse shoe while 
Mr. William Krebs, otthe New York yacht 
club, reyresenting ths Puritan, was put on 
board from the judges boat. She then pro- 


ceeded under sail on port tack to the light- 
ship. The English cutter was also saluted 
by the large fleet of yachts now under weigh. 
The tide was a fiood during the forenoon. 
After a tedious wait of two house after the 
arrival of the contestants at the lightship, the 

reparatory signal was given from the judges 

oat at 1:50, 

THE START MADE. 

It was also followed by the starting signal 
five minutes later. Most of the attendants 
were then lying to the south west of the light- 
ship to give the Genesta and the Puritan 
clear water tostartin. A wind had come in 
from the sroutheast in a moderate breeze 
shortly after, and it was hailed with de- 
light by the thousands of enthusastic epec- 
tators on the steamers, who had 
peid from one to three dollars a head to see 
the great contest. By skillful maneuvering 
therkippers of both yachts brought them 
close encugh to an imaginary line between the 
indges’ boat and the lightship on port tack to 
crores. A few seconds after the starting sig- 
nal the Puritan skipped across first, close 
up to the judges’ boat at 
1:35 55, but for some reason the captain ot the 
Genesta tacked to starboard just before reach- 
ing it, losing one minute forty-two seconds, 
and being handicapped she crossed at 1:37 37 
cfficial time. ee yg Crocker, of the Puri- 
tan, meant fight from the start. At 
the moment the Genesta crossed the line, the 
Puritan came about and in thirty seconds had 
filled away on starbeam tack, with the 
Genesta a hundred yards on her lee bears. 
The course was right in the wind’s eye, south- 
east, and the tug Luther C. Ward, in 
charge of iels Alsen and 8. T. Lippineott, 
ci the New fork yacht club, had started ten 
minutes before to log the twenty miles to the 
windward and place the buoy. The yachts to 
the round were cheered, and shouts from 
hundreds of spectators and followed by the 
immense fiotilla of pleasure crafts. 

MAKING DUE EaST. 

The two contestants’ headed due east in 
their firet reach. Findivg that he could 
reither pases the Puritan to the leeward, or 
cut point him, Captain Carter, of the Genesta, 
alter twenty five minutes, suddenly put the 
Genesta about to cross the Puritan’s stern, 
but Captain Crocker put his helm down at 
ence, bringing the handsome white sloop 
rcund forty seconds later. The Genesta was 
full of tricks, for round she came again in less 
then a minute, followed by the 
Puritan again. Both yachts were 
carrying exactly the same canvass. Messrs. 
J. M. Forbes, General Paine, Dr, Bryant and 
W. Burgess were on board the Boston sloop 
with Joe E!sworth as pilotand M. R. Schuyler 
representing the Genesta = Instead of gaining 
by the little skirmish which he inaugurated, 
Captain Carter had lost, end the Puritan had 
gained a decided sdvantage. Both yachts 
went about at 3-09, and reached to the south 
ward. baving made about eight miles easting 
on starbeard tanl. 

OPENING THE GAP. 

Now the Puritan began to rapidiy open the 
gap between herself and the Genesta, and 
when the next tacked to eastward, at 4:ll, 
she was fully three-fourths of a mile to the 
windward of her antagonist, and one-eighth 
ota mile ahead. At 5:11 both tacked to 
southward sgain, and now the Genesta was 
over a mile on the Paritan’s 
lee quarter. The way both yachts 
‘walked” through the fleet of schooners, as- 
tonished the spc ctators, and proved the supe- 
rior speed of these boats as compared with the 
old modele. At 6:30, when the jadges’ boat 
arrived at the outer mark, it was sundown. 
The wind was growing lighter and the yachts, 
being then two miles to leeward, it was 
evident that the race could not 
be eailed within the required time, the limit of 
seven hours, so the regatta committee ordered 
it postponed until tomorrow, when the boats 
stert at the eame hour. All _ the 
accompanying yachts turned back 
before dark, and the Genesta 
snd Puritan were towed back to the Horse- 
shoe by the Luckenbock and the Ward, The 
result of today’s contest is thought by exper- 
ienced yachtsmen to be a convincing proof 
that the; Puritan can beat the cutter under 
any conditions.

UNDER ARMS. 


The Terrible Straia in Chattanocoga—The 
Latest Developments. 

CxatraNooca, Tenn., Sept. 7.—[Special.]— 
This has been a day of suppressed and most 
intense excitement in Chattanooga. It has 
been altogether without precedent in the his- 
tory of our city. When the community awoke 
this morning and realized the enormity of the 
terrible scenes of the night before, instead of 
alleying, it intensified the feeling. William 
Nappy, the white man who was shot while 
sitting in the courthouse yard observing the 


riot, died from his wounds at 5:30 this morn- 
ing, @udthe negro, Ben Palmer, one of the 
ricters who was shot, is dying. 

THE NEGROES ORGANIZING. 

At an early hour rumors came thick and 
fest that tke negroes were organizing to re- 
venge the scenes of the night before, and as 
the day edvanced the rumors became more 
definite. Leading negroes were found in dif- 
ferent paris of the city addressing men of 
their own race, and calling on them to wreak 
vengeance on the leaders of the mob.

GERMANY AND SPAIN, 


How the German Flag COame to bo Hulsted 
at Yap. 

Loxpon, September 7.—Dispatches just re- 
cieved in Madrid regarding the German occu- 
pation of Yap, states that the Spaniards on the 
island had hoisted the Spanish flag, and had 
lowered it at sunset for the night, as is custom- 
ery with aJl nationalities, and that immedi- 
ately afterwards the German gun boat ran in, 
landed its marines and sailors, hoisted the 
German colors and formally occupied 
the plece, despite the protestations of 
ihe Spanierds. Prince Biamarck has offered 
to withdraw the German forces trom Yap, 
provided Spain will not occupy it pending the 
ciplomatic solution of the question as to 
Sy; ain’s claim over the island. Germany will 
acknowledge Spanish occupation on Yap pro- 
vided Spain proves that the Spanish flag had 
been hoisted on the island before the German 
gunboat had arrived inthe harbor. The ex- 
citement in Madrid over the affair has quieted 
down. Everythirg quiet last night. 

M. DeFrecinet, minister of foreign affairs, 
is burriedly returniog to Paris in consequence 
of the excitement occasioned by the Caroline 
effair. The Spanish residents at Marseilles 
threaten to attack the German consu‘ate in 
tbat city. The local authorities have taken 
steps to prevent any repitition ofthe Madrid 
outrage. The ett we on of Paris, in com- 
menting on the difficulty between Germany 
and Spain respecting Yap, insist that Prince 
Bismarck is trying to embrojl Francein the 
a flair. 

Count Von Hatzfeldt, in his statement to 
Count Benomar regarding the orders that had 
been given to the German gunboat meant that 
the gunboat had been forbidden to hoist the 
German a, Sec the Spanish flag had al- 
ready been hoisted. He said that une disobe- 
dience of the commander of the gunboat would 
not affect the situation. 

General Martinez Campos, formerly minis- 
ter of war of Spain, in an interview today 
censured King Alfonso for delaying his re- 
turnto Madrid. He thought the king should 
have returned at the beginning of the trouble 
with Germany, and that the time lost afforded 
the revolutionists an opportunity to incite the 
people to rebellion. Spain, he said, must 
avoid war at all hazards. The government bas 
renewed its orders to the goveraors of the prov- 
inces te prevent antrGerman manifestations 
and military prtecaution bave been increased 
in Saregoesa and Valencia. It is probable that 
King Leopold, of Belgium, or the Emperor 
Francis Josepb, of Austria, will be asked to 
act as arbitrators between Spain and Germany. 
King Alfonso, at the cabinet council today, 
depreviated a hasty decision to rupture the 
friendly relation with Germany. The anti- 
Germen demonstrations at St. Sebastian have 
been suppressed, and several arrests have 
been made in connection therewith. 

It is the universal opinion in Madrid thet 
the last communication to the government 
from Count Solms Sonenwal, German min- 
ister, justifies the hope of a speedy and 
amicable settlement of the Carolines dispute. 

The Berlin Kreuz Zeitung says that Ger- 
msny, in obtaining reparation from Spsia, 
refrains from adding to the troubles of a 
friendly sovereign. The Kreuz Zeitung is con- 
fident that Bismarck’s seasoned judgment and 
firm band will conduce to the settlement of 
the dispute. The other newspapers praise the 
calmnees displayed by the citizens of Berlin. 

At a meeting of the council today King Al- 
fonso declared that he had confidence in the 
present ministry. He said he was convinced 
that the Emperor William would not meet 
bim half way in an honorable compromise. 

Count Von Solms Sannerwade, the Ger- 
man minister, had a long interview with the 
Spanish premier today. He repeated the as- 
surance that Germany would surrender Yap if 
Spain had {occupied the island before the 
Germans asrived.

was established railroad managers fixed their 
rates arbitrarily—adout as arbi- 
‘raniy 0s S the railroad Com mM issiva 
Maedcoresioce; only with this difference, that 
their intimate acquaintance q@ith their own basi- 
wessicdthem to know what effects the rates 
which they made were golpg to have up2n their 
own business and upon the business of their cus- 
tomers, whether at competitive points orat local 


 gtations. 


*Sincethe commis-ion has bsen e3tablished 
they rave had to take some of thcirown mediciae, 
end I think with wholesome effect. I have never 
fancied the arbitrary ways of some railroad mana- 
gers. They seem to lorget that they had a duty to 
perform to the people as well as to the railroads, 
and it the suffering they have gonethrough for the 
gst six years has hadthe etiectof teachiug them 
ibis, it wil] pot be without sezvice.”’ 

Reporter—Well, hag it not had some other good 
elim. 

“Not for the people interested in railroad prop: 
pity, ii bes had some good efiect for shippers, I 
suppore, here and there, where there have been 
great recuctions mace in local rates by the com 

mission. I think they said in one of 
their reports that they had saved an amount to 
the peopie ci Georgia equal to the whole state tax. 
ldo nct know what the state tax of Georgia is, but 
psy itis *1,000,000 per annumand that there are 
14600 people ip the state, that would averazs 
about tixty-six cents persnoum for each person 
in Georgia that the commission has saved forthem 
cutottheearnines of reilroads.

Reporter—But you have not fully explained to

“Well, you must bear in mind that if we did at- 
tempt to increase the rates very materially, the 
whole matter would go to the commission. In 
nineca:cs out of ten rates are changed because 
rome shipper wantsitdone. It is veryseldom the 
case that a railroad company changes rates to get 
more revenue out of them, except that by reduc. 
ing the rate they hope to get more business for the 
compeny.”’ 

Repeorter— Well, if the railroad people do not in- 
tend to increase the rates materially, why is it 
that they ereso anxious to get the rate-making 
power Lackjagain’? .

Zhe Story of a Veteran of the Fourth 
Georgia, 
From the Irwinton, Ga., Appeal. 

“General Lee was presented by one of his 
classmates with fiiteen fine guns, for sharp- 
ehooters,and they were drawn for yy his geuer- 
als. General Doles drew one of them,and select- 
ed Mr. John West to take charge of it, and he 
proved himeel! wortby of the distinction. He 
18 still a noted ebot.” 

Theabove we copy from the Milledgeville 
Union and Reeorder. The statemert is made 
in connection with the incideats of the re- 
union of the Fourth Georgia regiment which 
took place in Milledgeville on the 12th of this 
mouth. John West went to the war from 
Twiggs county and with the gun referred to is 
said to have become the most noted sharp- 
shooter in the army ofthe Potomac. His ac- 
curacy in sending the leaden miesiles of death 
to the heart of an enemy at great distances is 
ssid to have been wonderful, and his steady 
nerve, clear eye, and unflinched courage was 
the dccm ot more “Yanks” than he himself 
would like to admit for conscience’s 
sake. He was known among the soldiers by 
the sobriquet of “Kildec.” Why the name 
wes given him we have been unabie to learn, 
though we tuspect thereby hangs a tale. 
After the wer he returned to bis native coun- 
ty, ard has been between the plow handles 
ever since. 

He was smongthe battle scarred veterans 
ot the ‘fold Fourth Georgia” at its reunion in 
Milledgeville. He was on band carly, andas 
the train rolled in bearing the veterans 
of the “lost cause,” he was there 
tomeet them. No one would have even 
taken him for a hero, as he stood among the 
assembled crowd at the depot awaiting his 
former comrades. . His face was sunburnt, 
tanned and hardened with exposure; his 
coat bad been laid aside because 1t was ‘‘too 
bot,’ his shirt was made of homespun, and 
his pants, shoes and hat were of the com- 
monest material. He looked anything else 
but a typical hero, 4&8 he 
stood smon the gaily dressed 
throng, aD yet beneath that 
home: pun shirt beat as brave and true a heart 
as ever pulsated with life, As the train stopped 
cheer alter cheer rent the air, and the old sol- 
diers passed out of thetrain and met those that 
had arrived beforethem. Amid the deafening 
cheers, wild confusion and glad welcomes, 
some one called out, ““‘Where is Kildee?” 
«Where is Kildee?’”’—“ Where is Kildee?” was 
caught up, and when he was found they 
rushed towards him, threw their arms arouaod 
him,leughed,cried and sobbed, yelled and hur- 
rabed, and did every other thing else demon- 
strative of joy and happiness at once more 
meeting him. It was too much for Kildee. 
He was choking with emotion, and tears were 
streaming down his rough features. He had 
no power of utterance, but submitted to the 
hugging and shaking and crying and laugh- 
ing and yelling and how-dy-ing like a lamb 
led to ihe slaughter. He was carried along 
with them. All day long he was crying and 
huggipg end lavghing with this emall rem- 
pant ot his old regiment who had met for the 
first time in twenty years, probably to never 
meet again.

MODIFYING THE RAILROAD LAWS. 

The only change or modification in the 
railroad commission law contemplated by 
the bill now pending in the senate is that it 


~~~givyes the railroads the right to make rates 


for passengersand freights. The commission 
still has power to revise these rates if they 
should prove to be unjust or discriminative. 
Indeed, the commission will still have power 
to alter any rate the railroads may make, 
but the roads have the right to appeai. Un- 
til the appeal is heard and disposed of, the 
rates lixed by the commission will stand. 

It seems to us that the justice and fairness 
of such a measure do not need tq be argued: 
but if any argument is mecessary, we neéd 
only point to a fact that musi strike every 
citizen, namely, that the reduction of freight 
rates below a certain point, whether it is 
made by commissions with arbitrary power, 
or by railroads with an eyesto competition, 
does not profit consumers to any great ex- 
tent. And when we say consumers, we 
mean the people of the state who ultimately 
become the purchasers of the freights that 
are transported over theroads. Theorganic 
law provides for just amd reasonable rates, 
and insists on them—rates that shall be just 
and reasonable to the roads as well as to the 

_people, and thaishall not discriminate bs- 

' tween individuals and communities on the 
part of those who have contro! of the cor- 
porations. 

The people of Georgia consume more 
than they produce, but eyen if it 
were otherwise, the case would not be 
materially changed. The railroads of the 
state have complained that the schedule of 
rates fixed by the commission is ruinously 
low. Admitting that self-interest has exag- 
gerated the terms of the complaint, it is cer- 
tain that the rates are low—as low as the 
commission could conscientiously make 
them. \Vhat, then, has been the result? 
Have the people of the state paid less for 
their supplies on that account? 

Have the reduced rates in Georgia cheap- 
ened the articles that the farmers are com- 
pelledtobuy’ Have they cheapened meat, 
and hey, and corn, and plantation tools, and 
hats, end blankets, and shoes and cloth? Is 
Calico any cheaper by reason of the reduc- 
tion of freight? Toask these queations is 
to antwer them. The profils of the middle 
men are increased, but there is no profit to 
the people themselves. The merchants get 
their goods at a lower rate, but this gain is 
simply an addition to their profits, for the 
rates of the commission, limited as they are 
to @ comparatively small area, are not among 
the elements that fix prices. 


We have a casein point. Same time ago - 


the commission reduced the rates on com- 
merciel fertilizers. Im making this reduc- 
tion the members of the board were anima- 
ted bya praisworthy desire toaid the farm- 
ere of the state. They supposed that the 
reduction in the rate would lessen the price 
_farmere had to pay. But.this was not 


ss tereenlt, The reduction amounted, dar- 
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facturere, and the price the farmers were 
compelled to pay remained the same, In 
other words, the railroads of the state were 
taxed iifty thousand dollars or more for the 
benefit of certain Boston and Baltimore 
manufacturers. 

As a matter of course, the members of the 
board of commission were thoroughly con- 
scientious in reducing the rates on fertilizers. 
Their motives and intentions were of the 
most praiseworthy character; but the result 
was stillthe same. The human mind is 
finite and liable to err, and errors of this 
kind are of a very costly nature. We do 
not believe there is a farmer in the state to- 
day but would have preferred to see the 
railroads of Georgia make the amount rep- 
resented by the reduction in fertilizer rates 
rather than see ittransferred to the pockets 
of Boston and Baltimore manufacturers. 

If, at the time this reduction was made, 
the roads had had the right of appeal, a good 
round sum would haye been saved to them, 
because the fact that the reduction had not 
and would not affect the price the farmers 
were compelled to pay, would haye been 
easily demonstrable before a court of law. 

We print an interview with Colone! H. 5. 
Haines, a railroad man whois well Known, 
not onlyin our state but throughout the 
south, as a conservative, clear-headed busi- 
ness genileman. He discusses the workings 
of the commission fairly, and to the point, 
and we commend his views to the careful 
consideration of the legislators, as he elabo- 
rates the views we have expresscd and gives 
instances that prove his assertion.

PURIFY THE CIVIL SERVICB COMMIS- 
SION, 

There can be no doubt that the civil ser- 
vice commissioners, with Dorman B. Eaton 
at their head, regerd themselves as superior 
beings—superior to the president and supe- 
rior to the Jaws under which they hold oflice. 
Dr, Jobn M. Gregory, one of the members of 
the commission, has presented a bill against 
the government for $105.07. The bill shows 
that Commsssioner Gregory went to Chicago 
and St, Louis in the fall of 1884 to carry on 
the great work of civil service reform. 

While he was on his reforming tour, Greg- 
Ory was called on by his acquaintances in 
the little country towns along his route, and 
made two rattling Blaine speeches. Here is 
an extract from a report of a speech of his 
ait a town called Decatur: 

He said that any one visiting the two houses of 
congress while in session, as he haddone, and 
seeing the brigadiers, all on the democratic side, 
could not help but trembie for his eountry when- 
ever there was a prospect of the democracy coming 
into power. He mentioned many names of seua- 
tors from the south who had taken part in the re- 
bellion, giving statements of what they had done. 
He paid his respects to Harris of Tennessee, Brown 
of Georgia, Lamar of Mississippi and Wade Mamp- 
toR Oi south Carolina, claiming that they still 
gloried in what they had done and would repeat 
it whenever they had a chance, He also said that 
if Mr, Cleveland was elected president he wou!d 
take 75 cents for eyer dollar of property he owned, 
while if Blaine was elected he should want $1.25 
ior every dollar. He said that before God he bo- 
lieved that the election of Blaine meant pence, 
prosperity and national grandeur, while the elec- 
tion oi Cleyeland would bring withit a train of 
evils almost beyond comprehension. 

Now, this man Gregory, it should be borne 
in mind, was representing the civil service 
commission, 80 called, an aflair established 
under a law which professes to prevent par- 
tisanship ™ cflice. He, himself, was an 
cficeholder,a memberot the commission 
which is to weed the civil service of offensive 
partisans, but he did not hesitate to make a 
partisan political speech, 

Gregory explains his extraordinary action 
by saying that he responded tothe call of his 
neighbors, and that he did not abuse Cleve- 
land. But these excuses ere not sufficient. 
He abused the dignity and integrity of his 
oificial position, andthe president should 
lose no timein removing him. Tarn the 
raecals and the offensive partisans out! Let 
the civil service commission be purified.

lithe Georgia legislature would modify the 
railroad commission law, we believe our City 
would have two new completed railroads in less 
than eighteen montbs., 

From the Quitman Free Press. 

We bave carefully read the report of tie sub 
committee of the senate on the ucs- 
tion of the modification of the 
present railroad commission law, and we have 
minutely examined the bill reported by the sen- 
ate committee to modify the law. We believe 
that under this proposed amendment more ample 
justice will be done the railroads of Georgia, and 
that it will be sufficient protection to the peoole 
against unjustand unressonable rates and dis- 
criminations.

The commission can . do 
this without fixing the rates in 
instance, Let the railroads fix 
upon complaints made by the people as to the 
reason and justice of the ratesfixed. Weare sat- 
isfied the thinking people throughout the country 
will agree with us. We are in favor of equal 
rights and justice for all. We want protection 


| sgaiust all moneyed monopoliesand corporations 


and we areaiso willing thatthey inturn should 
be protectcd in their tights. We have sufficient 
confidence in the intelligence of the present Geor- 
gia legislature to believe that they will decide 
the matter fairly and justly.

OVER FOUR THOUSAND PUPILS 
ENTER THE FIRST DAY, 
eS 
Zen Thousand More Behoo! Children Than There 
Are Seats in the Public Schoels—The Consti- 
tution’s Man has en interesting Talk 
With Superintendent Slaton. 


Uver four thousand children were admiited 
to the public schools of Atlanta yesterday. 

There are ten thousand more school chil- 
dren in Atlanta than there are seats in the 
public schools, and just how to provide for the 
large number already entered is what is wor- 
rying the superintendent and board of educa- 
tion, 

Yesterday afternoon a Constrttrrox rep- 
resentative called at Superinten:jent Slatdén’s 
office. He found that gentleman busy receiv- 
ing the reports ofthe teachers and issuing 
tickets. In reply to a question, Superiaten- 
dant Slaton said: 

“Every school in the city is full to overtlow- 
ing. How we aro to provide seats for-all who 
have entered, J cannot say. Since the first of 
July | have iesued 

ONE THOUSAND AND FORTY-SIX 
tickets, new and transfers. There are ove! 


seven hundred pupils in school who have 


never been in betore. These seven hundred 
pupils are Atlante children and have never 


been iD before for want of room—crowded out 
from time to time.”’ 


‘Whatschool hes the largest number of 
pupils?” 

‘Walker street school. Up to 
10 o’clock today eight hundred 
and thirteen children had entered. 


This school has a seating capacity of eight 
hundred and thirty, and by tomorrow night 
there will be a thousand applicants for seats. 
Already the first grade has 65, the second, 75, 
third 87, fourth 130, fifth 102, sixth 117, 
seventh 105,eighth 132. Now, take Fair street 
echool. It has a seating capacity of four 
hundred and forty. Upto 10 o’clock today 
four hundred and fifty-six had entered. 
Crew street can seat the same number, and 
more than that have already entered. Cal- 
houn street schoo] seats three hundred, and 
over two hundred and twenty-five have en- 
tered,”’ 

‘How about 
schools?” 

‘From them | have. received no reports. 
Each echool can seat four hundred and forty 
pupils, and | have every reason to believe 
that they are alreaily full, and if not they will 
ke before tomorrow night.” 

THE GIRL’S HIGH SCHOOL. 

‘‘In the girl’s high school,” continued the 
genial superintendent, “‘we have the largest 
senior claes we have ever had. This session 
will turn out thirty-nine sweet girl graduates. 
They are the prettiest kind of girls, too. We 
want just twenty-four more desks in this 
school. We mustaud will have the girls 
seated some way. Some ot them 
cried this moraing when they saw 
how badly we were crowded. Two hundred 
end tiity-nine have entered and the seating 
capacity is only two hundred and fifty. There 
are twelve or thirteen more to come who have 
been promoted and are entitled to seats. 
They shell have them some way or other. 

THE BOY’S HIGH SCHOOL. 

‘“‘Atlante’s boy’s high school is not what it 
ought to be as regards the building,” said the 
superintendent, pointing out the window to a 
small wooden structure, ‘‘There are eight new 
seats over last year called for already, aud | 
am confident there will be many more. There 
isno more room for seats in the building 
We’ll just have to do the best we can until we 
get a new building.” 

‘(When will that be?” 

‘“‘It is impossible to tell. 
Crew strect has been rebuilt,and a new 
school building put up on Ira street. These 
buildings, with the repairs and improvemen.-s 
made on the other buildings, have about ex- 
hausted the appropriation. We have added 
this yeer one hundred extra seats to the Cal- 
houn-street school. All the buildings have 
been repainted and whitewashed and all nec- 
essary improvements made during the sum- 
mer vacation.”

There hes not been a non-resident admitted 
to the schools, though hundreds of applica- 
tions have been received. Superintendent 
Slaton says none will be admitted until the 
children of the city are first 
provided for. There are now 

“TEN THOUSAND MORE CHILDREN 
in this city of schoo] age then there are seats 
in the public schools,” continued the superin- 
tendent. “In 1882 the census as taken by the 
board of education showed ten thousand tour 
bundred and forty children who were entitled 
to seats in the public schools. The 
increase im that number now 
amounts to over four thousand, making four- 
teen thousand, four hundred and forty enti- 
tled to seats in the public schools. The en- 
tire seating capacity of the public schools is 
four thousand six hundred and forty, leaving 
about ten thousand children whoare not pro- 
vided for. Atlanta’s population is rapidly in- 
creasing, and this influx increases the per 
centage of school childrenrapidly. We need 
more school buildings badly. Hundreds of 
eople move to Atlanta every year 
for the purpose of educating 
their children. Atlante ought to be able to 
accommodate them. Even mow she cannot 
yrovide seats for children who were born 
ere.”’
